It Is not tho Spanish
way. Spanish Hwoy there has been
worthy of the dark ages.

The rhlllpplno question is eorlous,
and should bo disposed of In the lines
ol justice and humanity. The treaty
rommlaalonera must first consider and
net upon it, of coureo as their rospcctlvo
governments direct.

! Wiion tho treaty ohall be arranged
Mid subscribed, tho Preslilont will sub-

mit to the senate, which body will
upon Its provisions, and If two-thir-

of those voting approve, It will

be 'ho law. In Spain the treaty will

g through a Blmllar ordeal.
It will bo soen that there Is work to

do in order to consummate this peace
8g o;ment. Bpaln undoubtedly will

make n Btrong ellort to hold on to the
Philippines. The Bpanlsh poople os

well as the government will clamor for
the Philippines. Their loss of Cuba
and Porto Klco la a torrlble calamity to
them, and It will not bo an easy matter
to get their consent to part with and
abandon those Philippine Islands they
have held so long.

CONTUOVEKSIKS AMONG 1VAK OITI.
CIALS.

War does not usually change the con
ditlon of any people for the better. Even
when a change of government takes
placo, and is, In fact, an Improvement
the normal condition of the poople Is

not generally better, at least for a time,
owing to the burdens and calamities of
war. Even in case of a victorious and
brief war, like this with Bpaln, theso re
marks apply. Our taxes have boen In- -

:reased, and will continue for a time,
and our public debt has jumpod up two
hundred millions. So that the Ameri
can people will have increased burdens
to boar. What boneflcinl results shall
come from the territory acquired is an
unsolved problem, and in the future.

Speaking of the war, there Is just now
considerable official discussion over
shortcomings in hospital nnd comtnls
sary service. In this connection one
may quote Mr. Wright, a correspon
dent of the London Illustrated Newh:

"It is not proper to speak of hardships,
Inefficient commissary and hospital Ber-vic- o,

because thin is war and all it im
plies." JUut there is surely no excuse
lor the failure to properly provide the
ships usod for hospital service with fit
food, water, ice and amplo medical sup
plies and efficient service The lioad of
the war department, Gon. Alger, cannot
escape responsibility In such cases. It
is his business to see that men nnder
him do their duty In such mattors, for
these are of vital importance and failure
theieln cannot be excused. These lacks
would bo more excusable at the be-

ginning ot a campaign when it 1b bustle
and confusion, but about two months
after, surely the ships for transporting
sick and woundod ought to be properly
provided.

Great men differ and yot agree in the
conclusion sometimes. Bo it seems to
be with those great Republican orators,
Or. Dopew and Ool. Ingersoll. Both
have been speaking on tho Philippines,
and though reasoning on different lines,
arrive at tho same conclusion. Dr.
Depew spoke on Sunday at Fort Adams,
R. I., and said:

It seems that God camo to tho con-
clusion that tho horrible tyranny that
was clouding the fairest portions of tho
earth for three hundred years must
cease. He haB decreed It as clearly as it
written in letters of fire strung in the
clouds that wo must teach onr civiliza-
tion to those who are falling under our
protectorate as wo would teach children.

On the samo day In Atlantic City,
Ool. Ingersoll expounded, but not in tho
divine line. Ho took tho law Darwinian
and thus presonted tho case:

There are other Islands over which our
flag now floats. A certain class In this
country aro afraid that we will grow.
AVe can afford to grow. Of Porto Rico I
say: "Keep not for the purpose of op-
pressing poople but to enlighten them.
Manila Bay we have made too valuablo
for any ono else to hold. It is ours,
dio Inferior race must go; the law of
the survival of tho fittest rules."

Theso two prominent Republican
gentlomon have influence in the party,
for they aro not oilice ceekers. It Is in-
teresting, however, If not amusing, to
Bee their dlfforent lines of argument.
Ono takes the line divine; nnd the other
the survival of tho attest, as Darwin
calls it.

Ourgovernmont has offered to parolo
tho 1,300 naval prisoners captured from
Cervera's fleet, but Spain has not yot
accopted though tho offer was made
bevoral days ago. They wero In bad
condition wbon taken but aro now fully
restored to health. Of course Spain
will have to be at the ezpenso of get-
ting them home. Spain has no
prisoners to give in exchange.

To stop all further Spanish palavering
tho administration draughtod a proto-
col, no doubt approved by Minister
Oambon who forwarded it to Paris to bo
translated and thon sent to Madrid,
This will probably surprise tho Spanish
Dons, On receiving it, and getting It
into their ntddles, thoy will see that
they must now toe the mark, fish or cut
bait.

War thew days Is expensive, much
trior ao than formerly, and hnce the

great powers show their good sense to
avoid conlllcts with one another more
and more. The cost of war la greater
than It evor was before, and It Is well to
go slow In engaging In war, and to got
through ana out of it as soon as pos-

sible. Besides, nations are closer In all
rotations than formerly, commercially
and In means of communication, and bo
tlioy are more and moro disposed to
pence, and peaceful settlement of
trouble and difficulties. Itussla and
England then aro not disposod to go to
war. About fifty years ago Great
Britain spent t350.OCO.000 In a war with
EtiBsIa, France helping against Itussla.
In cose of a war with Russia now it
would cost Great Britain more. While
It may bo Irritating, it Is not likely tho
Ghlncso question will lead to war yet.
It may become a more vital matter, In
which case Constantinople may como
In.

THE CANAL SCANDAL,

In New York state is likely to hurt tho
Piatt Republican machine this fall.

It soemB the Piatt machine demanded
$9,000,000 to reconstruct the canal sys-

tem of the state, aid gut It. They have
spent the money tu tho last few thou-
sand dollars. The New York World
thus concludes an article:

A commission annolnted bv the ma
chine now eays and proves that one- -

Ultra ot tno entire sum spent was Bpont
not upon the cantls or for the bent fit of
the people but for the personal and
private purposes oi the machine and its
supporters, while tho remaining two-third- s

were so expended that the canal
system is almost useless as It stands and
can only bo restored to Its former vital
place In the industrial economy of the
state by the spending of $14,000,000
more.

And now the Piatt machlno, with Its
clothes carefully brushed and its face
wreathed lu the most seductive smiles,
steps forward and says to the voters of
New York state:

'We have been faithful over a few
things. Make us ruler over many. We
have spent your $0,000,000 ns our
commission says. Glvo us $14,000,000
more to spentll"

They will, thoy will, Mr. Flatt- -lf
they are really crazy! but on one con-
dition only. You must guarantee that.
Aldrldge shall have the spending of itl
And that you yourself will contlnno per-
sonally to direct the job!

The official report of Governor Black's
own canal Investigation commission was
read by Governor Black on Thursday
last. Yet the mon whom it convicts of
"diverting" $2,500,000 of the people's
money are still in office, are still in
position to tap the public till, And they
are there by grace of Governor Black.

Peace, with its healing wings la pro-

claimed. President McKinley's procla-

mation is out to that effect, and tele-

grams havo been sent to army and
navy commandors, with orders to nc

knowledge receipt. Tho war lasted
three months and 22 days. The
protocol was signed at 23 minutes past
4 o'clock, p. m., on tho 12th. Secretary
Day signed for the United States and
M. Cambon for Spain, tho President
being present, for the Bigning was done
at the White House. Secretary Day
had throe secretaries with him and M.

Oambon one, and three others by invi-

tation.
The Prosident feels gratoful to the

French authorities for their efforts in
bringing about the arrangement that
brought the war to a close. Poace,

blessed peace!

Secretory Alger's general order issued
the other day is good, but late. He
orders tho enforcement of strict per-
sonal cleanliness and rigid sanitary
regulations in the various military
camps. Lumber, too, is to be furnished
for the floors to all tents which, will
help toward "personal cleanliness."
There Is llttlo chance for "personal
cleanliness" In tho Tampa mudholo.
with unffoored tents, in the rainy sea
son. Or in Santiago camps, where, as
General Shatter Bays In his dispatch to
President McKlnley, his soldiers wero
"during their twenty-da-y campaign
without a change ot clothos and without
shelter during a period of pouring
rain." War was declared on April 21,
and the Secretary of War should not
have waited until near two weeks after
Spain Bued for peace before coming to a
realization that tie camps should be at
once put into sueh condition as to make
cleanliness practicable.

The horrors of Weyler's rule In Cuba
have been considerably written np, but
the last picture was given In the Fort-
nightly He vie w two or threo monhts ago.
The writer It may bo presumed did not
catalogue the atrocities for American
consumption specially. Weyler's policy
toward the concentrados do not seem to
have been tho worst nf his cruelties.
We aro told of prominent Cuban citi-
zens executed on tho baro suspicion of
boing robel sympathisers, a sick lad of
15 butchered for the solo crime of beiup
a cousin to an insurgont loader, and of
Iniquities towards tho sick and wounded
at which the imagination stands oghaBt.
Hero is ono choico passago descriptive
of occurrences during nn early stage of

the war: "The Spaniards captured Borne
rebel hospitals nt Isabel and Magdalona,
lu the provinco of Matanzas, Two
doctors, named Kolg and Izquiordo,
surgoons oi the Cuban army, in charge,
were both put to the machete; while tho
helpless sick and woundod were mur-dore- d

in their beds, and the building
afterward burned over tholr heads to
conceal tho barbarous butchery. In the
third week of January, 1800, another
Cuban hospital, In the Slguanea Moun-
tains, near Olentnegos, was captured by
Spanish troops. The Cuban soldiers de-

fending the BicK and wounded made a
herolo fight as long as their ammunition
lsatod, bat wero finally massacred. Dr.
Boler, the surgeon, came out, waving a
white flag, and bearing the insignia of
the Red Gross, to ask for mercy, but
was ebot down, and dispatched by the
machete. A tick American raised the

Camp Sovllle, July 31st.
Dear Folks at homo I will now en

deavor to wrlto you a few lines, to lot
you know I nm onjoylng good health,
and can piand tho heat protty well.
Tho thorinomotor stands nearly every
day at 100 In tho shade. Wo now have 20

minutes drill each day, 10 minutes set
ting np oxorciso at sunrise, and 10 mta
utes in tho manual of arms at rotroat
Lots of work I There is an epidemic
of mountain fovor; It is nothing sori
ous, and lasts about threo days. Half
of Companies II and M are down with
it. Only one in our Company is sick,
but not serious. Company L holds the
record for having tho least sick since
we left Canton. Wo havo not had ono
bad caso yet. But here wo aro light-
ing fevers and that's worso than all
Spaniards. Last Monday a crowd of
us wont up the mountain to plant a
flag on a ruined Spanish signal station.
It looks about threo miles from here;
wo thought beforo wo got thoro It was
about flay. We started after break-
fast, and it was 5 o'clock when wo got
tboro. What looks llko bushes from
horo aro trees, aud whnt wo thought
was grass was cactus. We could hard-
ly get through. Wo started back, and
at dnrk wo got Into n canyon and could
not got out, so wo stayed all night (in
the rain ) Next morning wo found tho
only way to get out wag to swim about
200 feet. We got back to camp beforo
dinner. Hungry???? Well, wo won't
go up again. Wo could see In ovory
direction for miles. Wo wero badly cut
up from thorns and cactus. Wo found
oranges as largo ascocoanuts. Inclosod
is a Spanish paper cartridge box I
found in tho ruins, Wo havo another
parrot; it belongs to Cy Winters. We
wero made happy last Monday; we re-
ceived tho mall; I think wo will get
moro tomorrow, I had a taste of Span
ish rum tho other day; I thought I was
swallowing carpot tacks; it is mado in
Santiago. Wo got "frosh" moat evory
day. It Is eo fresh that about two days
out of threo it is burled. Rotten I Tho
outside of all that Is usod Is cut off.
All that comes Is mouldy. Ono of our
hospltnl stowards found as kull In the
hills; ho Intonds to carry It with him.
I forgot to tell you, wo nro now getting
fresh bread; it is mado by our baker
soldiers in Santlogo. It is very good,
and comes tho nearest to "like mother
used to bake" I over tasted. Wro had
canned peachos twice. We hoard this
morning wo would bo Bent to Long
Island for qunrantlno, as peace has
been declared. If you hoar wo do go,
or start homeward, you need not write.
If wo stay horo, or go to Porto Rico,
use your own Judgment in writing. I
will closo, I am anxious to hear from
you, and to know if you rocolved my
lottors. Good byo. Love to all.
